Governor Hughes Fan o-s Reopening of 


New York Mayoralty Matter. 
Albany, Jan. 2. — Governor Hughes, 
In his first message to the legislature, 
made the following recommendations: 
"A recount of votes cast for mayor In 
the New York CLy election in 1905, 
when on the face of the in u rn s W. R. 
Hearst was defeated by George B. Mc­ 
Clellan; that the courts be empowered 
to order a recount summarily In fu­ 
ture, and that the power to bring ac­ 
tion to try title to office be taken from 
the attorney general

tion of a new ballot whereon the name 
of each candidate 
will 
appear but 
once; that the amount of money which 
candidate may expend to procure his 
election be limited; that courts be

committees In expelling delegates and 
members; that any general committee 
of a party may adopt rules for a di­ 
rect nomination of candidates at pri­ 
maries.” 
The governor reviews the efforts of 
W. R. Hearst to secure a recount, and 
said that the court of appeals of this 
state decided that the present law did 
not confer on election officers any au­ 
thority to recount ballots and the at­ 
torney general declined to try title to 
office. 
He said: 
“It is a matter of 
the gravest concern that views should 
be largely, even though erroneously, 
held that one who has been elected to 
office has been deprived of his seat 
through invalid returns. 
Failure to 
obtain a summary recount through de­ 
fect in the law has aggravated the 
sense of injustice,” 
As to the future, he said that provi­ 
sions should be made to order a re­ 
count summarily, 
but 
the 
courts 
should determine the propriety of ex­ 
ercising the power.

FIFTY H O RSES ROASTED . 


Forty Families Made Homeless by Dis 


astrous Early Morning Fire. 
New York, Jan 2.—One dozen per­ 
sons were injured, forty families made 
homeless and 2,000 persons driven 
temporarily from their homes, fifty 
horses roasted to death and property 
valued at $200,000 destroyed Wednes­ 
day In the worst early morning fire 
New York has seen in many months. 
One big tenement house at 427 West 
Fifty-third street and a large board­ 
ing staole at 429-431 same street was 
destroyed. 
Seven tenement houses at 
426-434 West Fifty-third street and at 
436 and 438 West Fifty-fourth street 
were badly damaged. 
Lack of water 
pressure is said to have been largely 
responsible for the extent of the fire. 
Had not one big fire boat, which draws 
its water supply from the Hudson riv­ 
er come to the rescue the loss would 
have been much greater. 
One of the worst features of the fire 
was the tremendous crowd which gath­ 
ered In the streets around the burn­ 
ing district and the attendant disorder 
and lawlessness were so great it was 
all the police could do to preserve any 
thing Uke order In the streets. For a 
time thieves were given almost a free 
hand to loot the burned buildings. Two 
policemen, who detected

chased the men over the roof down 
Tenth avenue, firing several shots at
